Iv to result in a stormy Senate 
filibuster by Southern opponents 
of civil ritrhts measures. The po- 
litical explosion that would grept 
any administration push to get 
action on such a bill could easilv 
endanger congressional passage of 
a lax reduction to which Kennedy 
has given No. 1 priority in this 
session. 


But the administration is under 


pressure 
from Northern Demo- 


crats and Negro leaders to move 
faster in the civil ritrhls field than 
it thus far has shown a willing- 
ness to go.

was calling on President Kennedy 
to withdraw special federal troops 
he sent into Alabama. 


Wallace 
replied 
to 
Shuttles- 


worth, one of the top leaders in 
the desegregation campaign, that 
the slate troopers would remain 
in Birmingham as long as ho 
thinks they are needed to help 
maintain law and order. 


The White House announced no 


reply to Wallace's latest telegram 
protesting the federal troops,, bu 
the President has shown no in 
clinat'on to recall the soldiers in 
previous exchanges with the Ala- 
bama governor. 


In his latest telegram, Wallace 


demanded that what he termed an 
"advance echelon of a military 
striking force" be withdrawn from 
Birmingham. This was a refer- 
ence to about 25 officers of a head- 
quarters planning unit in the city. 
Wallace sairl their presence invit- 
ed new rioting by Negroes. 


About 3,000 riot-trained soldiers 


have been sent to military posts 
in Alabama, but they arc not in 
Birmingham. 


The President had lunch Tues- 


day with 25 Alabama publishers 
and editors and the main topic 
of discussion was the state's racial 
problems. 


Kennedy reportedly urged co- 


operation between local Negro and 
white leaders, and said that any 
Negro trend toward extremism 
would bst be offset by confer- 
ences between moderates on both 
sides.

first time to his knowledge that 
savings bonds had been stolen dur- 
ing an Arkansas bank robbery. 
They were of the Series E type.

nac, in which he still has stock. 


He relates changes in newspa- 


pering to changes in the secretary 
of state's office. Papers are han- 
dling more news and a greater 
variety of it. "Our commercial 
code desk is handling more busi- 
ness transactions than ever be- 
fore," he said. And the list of 
state corporations grows daily. 


Bryant says the doings of state 


agencies are much more import- 
ant to the public now than when 
he was an editor. This is due to 
more thorough news 
coverage, 


brought on by a demand from the 
people to know more about how 
they are governed, he said. 


Secretary of state was the first 


public office Bryant sought. He 
says most people don't understand, 
its workings, just like they don't 
understand 
the workings of a 


newspaper. 


Asked if he wanted to stay in 


politics 
the 54-eary-old 
Bryant 


said "That's up to the people."

Tobacco Tax Unit office show 
that only 88 stills were destroyed 
in Arkansas last year. 
North Carolina moonshiners' los 
1,111 stills, 1,002 were destroyed 
in Alabama, 857 in Georgia, 855 
in Tennessee and 400 in Missis 
sippi. 


Moonshining is mainly a South 


ern problem with 93 per cent o 
the liquor law violations last yea 
coming in 14 Southern states.

Merrick said. His men haven't in- 
tercepted any of the "tank cars," 
an auto with a built-in tank,; such 
as are used by big moonshine o 
erators in the Tennessee-Nor 
Carolina mountains. 


Merrick said it was impossible 


to estimate the tax revenue lost 
in Arkansas because of moonshin- 
ing. The federal. tax alone is 
$10.50 a gallon and this would 
come to more than $300,000 on the 
29,090 gallons of non-tax liquor 
seized in Arkansas last year.

NEW YORK (AP) - H can hap- 


With all the good eco- 
nomic news and all the new bul- 
warks and international- banking 
accords Uncle Sam can still lose 
more of his gold. 


The loss isn't catastrophic. Me 


still has $15.8 billion of the metal. 
The drain this year eyen is re^ 
asstiringly small—some $150) mil- 
lion compared with $425 million a 
year ago. And this in the face of 
a loss in dollars themselves that 
has been rising this year. 


But it is this increased deficit in 
international payments that gives 
the actual loss in gold more 
significance than the size of the 
drop in the metal reserves. The 
deficit still eludes most of the ef- 
forts so far to halt it- 
:'\:'•"".>' 


It arises from the outflow of 


U.S. government and private dol- 
lars exceeding the return. Last 
year some $2.2 billion more went 
out than came back. In the first 
quarter of this year the annual 
rate of the deficit rose to $2.8 
billion. And part of this was be- 
cause U.S. exports trailed the year 
ago figure by 1 per cent, while 
imports were increasing. 


This is one of the problems 


Americans delegates 
will take 


with them to the preliminary skir- 
mish in Geneva Thursday of 40 na- 
tions seeking to readjust tariffs 
and 
other barriers to greater 


world trade. 


The U.S. deficit of monetary 


payments doesn't arise from an ex 
cess of imports over exports. On 
the contrary, the balance of trade 
itself is in this nation's favor. The 
deficit comes 
from 
this being 


wiped out and topped by other 
U.S. spending abroad — for mili- 
tary bases, for economic and mil- 
litary aid, for private investment, 
for tourism. 


In 1961 the United State sexports 


topped imports by $5.4 billion, and 
in 1962 by $4.4 billion.
